~ ARABI'S TORCH. 


EVIDENCE OF HIS COMPLICITY IN 
FIRING ALEXANDRIA. 


Orders Given to Murder the Khedive- O16 of the 
Joyce Murderer’s Found Guilty—The Closing 
Debate in Parliament—The German Em- 
peror on Reduction of Taxes.

Carro, November 15.—Suleiman Daoud was 
examined before the prosecution committee 
to-day. He admitted that he gave the order 
to fire Alexandria, but alleged that he had re; 
ceived peremptory orders to do so from Arabi 
Pasha, who. when the general conflagration 
was not at first apparent, sent Mahmoud Sami 
several times with instructions to Suleiman 
to fire more points atatime. Suleiman fur- 
ther alleged that when the Ramleh palace 
was surrounded by troops on July 12th Arabi 
ordered him to murder the khedive. Hesi- 
tating to comply he was taunted with cow- 
ardice, and thereupon, accompanied by four 
soldiers, he started for the palace, buton the 
way he met Sultan Pasha, who prevailed upon 
him to return and rediscuss the matter with 
Arabi. It is stated that Nouri Bey, ¥ ho com- 
manded the troops surrounding Ramleth, has 
given evidence which corroborates that of 
Suleiman Daoud. 

THE CLOSURE

In the house of commons this afternoon, 
the second rule of procedure, as amended 
last evening, was adopted with further 
minoramendments. Mr. Bourke has with- 
drawn the motion which he gave notice in the 
house of commons last Thursday he would 
offer, that the house regrets that after the un: 
conditional surrender of Arabi Pasha to the 
British he was delivered to an Egyptian tribu- 
nal. The Parnellites at a meeting last night 
made arrangements for a banquet to be given 
to A. M. Suilivanon bis return from America. 

THE JOYCE MURDERERS, 

Decwitix, November 15.—Patrick Joyce, whose 
trial for the murder of the Joyce family be- 
gan on Monday, was to-day found guilty and 
sent»naced to be hanged on the fifteenth of 
Dect asber. Judge Baine’s charge to the jury 
was pc'ntedly adverse tothe prisoner. The 
jury only deliberated eight minutes before 
bringing in their verdict. Joyce heard the 
verdict calmly. When asked if he had any- 
thing to say against the passing of sentence 
upon him, he exclaimed: ; 

“Tam not guilty.’”’ He will be hanged in 
Galloway jail. Atter Joyce had been sen- 
tenced, the trial of Patrick Casey was taken 
up, anew jury being empanelled. Casey, 
who isa fierce looking man, was indicted for 
murdering Bridgit Joyce. The attorney 
general stated the case for the prosecution 
emphasizing the fact that the prisoner was 
one of the three men who broke into Joyce's 
house armed with shovel handles with an 
iron ring attached. 

EHT GERMAN EMPEROR'S SPEECH. 

BERLIN, November 15.—The Emperor Wil- 
liam, in his speech at the opening of the lan- 
tag yesterday, laid special stress on the ne- 
cessity for abolishing the four lowest grades 
of the class tax, which he said press harshly 
upon the poorer classes, and tor putting a 
speedy stop to the oppressive distraints con- 
nected with the levying of this impost. The 
sacrifice of 7,000,000 marks of revenue would 
thus be involved, which:would have to be 
supplied from other sources. This part of 
the emperor’s speech: was specially received 
with favor. 
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THE EUROPEAN LABOR TROUBLES. 


~ Phesatisfaction Among the Laboring Classes In all 


parts of Eurepe. 

Lonxpoxn, November 14.—Disturbances among 
the laboring classes are reported from various 
quarters of Europe. In France there is no 
subsidence of the uneasy feeling which has 
prevailed for the past month. Energetic 
measures on the part of the government have 
prevented and quelled actual outbreaks, but 
the agitation ot the socialists is prosecuted 
with the utmost activity. In Austria a wide- 
spread agitation has been started, having for 
its apparent object the reduction of. the enor- 
inous burdens to which the ponderous 
military system of the country sub- 
jects its people. Socialist agents are 
credited with conducting the machinery of 
and several serious distur- 
bances have already occurred in Vienna. In 
Russia, in the Baltic provinces, the new and 
formidable revolutionary movement is avow- 
égly directed by the nihilist organization. 
If is confined exclusively to the agricultural 

epulation, among whom several emissaries 

f the nihilistic committee have been arrest- 
ed. The government is unable to send a 
military force into there provinces. and the 
landed proprietors are organizing a gendar- 
merie, to be commanded by themselves, for 
defense against the revolutionists. The main 
grievance alleged in this Russian agrarian 
movement is not unlike the main question in 
Ireland. 
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THE NAMELESS DEAD. 


Sinking of the Steamer Struck by the West- 
phalia. 


Lonpon, November 15.—A dispatch from 
New Haven states that the third. officer, two 
quartermasters und three seaman, consti- 
tuting the crew of the boat sent from the 
steamer Westphalia in search of the steamer 
which collided with the Westphalia have 
been landed there by a pilot boat. They re- 
port having seen the other steamer sink with 
all hands. Third odicer reports that after 
pulling about for nearly two hours he saw the 
vessel go down about 200 yards distance, but 
was unable to ascertain her name or nation- 
ality. He said flames burst from 
the steamer before she sank. The 
Westphalia was surveyed in the dock to-day. 
The damage on the starboard side extends 
from the stem to 40 feet aft, and onthe port 
side from the stem to 15 feet aft. The hole 
on the port side is a foot across, A _ large 
more of the steamer, with which she col- 
ided including some frames, is sticking in 
the bole. The Westphalia’s stern appears to 
be sound. The vessels seem to have met stem 
tostem. After striking the Westphalia on 
the port side, itis probable that the other 
steamer swung round and scraped along the 
Westphalia’s starboard side. The latter ves- 
sel, despite the extensive damage sustained 
according to the latest account was six hours 
before making a port of refuge. 


A WIFED PRIEST. 
The Return of President Barrios—Sale of Guano in 
Okill.

PanaMA, November 15.—Rev. Raymondo 
Gonzales was publicly married in Guatemala 
in October.

THE ALABAMA CLAIMS. 


A Counterfeit Dellar—A Gawyer in the Doek—Star 
Reute Criminals. 

Wasurncton, November 15.—The court of 
commissioners of Alabama claims met to-day 
pursuant to adjournment. A number of ap- 

intments are announced, among them Pat- 
rick Leonard, of New Orleans to be commis- 
sioner; John F. Swain, Fort Worth, Texas, 
special commissioner; John O. Ferrill,assistant 
counsel specially employed. After these an- 
nouncements the transaction of business was 


un. 

United States Commissioner C. 8, Burdy of 
this city who, while acting as police judge, 
committed a lawyer named Newton to the 
dock for disorderly conduct, thereby incurr- 
ing the public censure of the bar association, 
has entered suit for libel against the associa- 
tion, claiming damages to the amount of $20,- 
000. Some novel points are raised in this suit 
and the result is awaited with interest by 
lawyers. 

Some time past there has been an unpleas- 
antness existing between Chief Clarke of the 
revenue marine and his deputy, Mr. 
Trewitt, of New York state. Some months 
ago the deputy made a desperate attempt to 
succeed his chief, but failed. To-day it was 
decided to supersede the deputy. Itis thought 
quite probable that assistant appointment 
Clerk Eaton wi!l be selected to fill the 
vacancy. ie 

Ex-Secretary of the .Interior Kirkwood is 
president of the new national bank autorized 
to begin business at lowa City to-day. 

Chief Brooks, of the secret service of the 
treasury department, has received a sample 
of acounterfeit of the Bland silver dollar, 
which is being extensively circulated, es- 
pecially in the west. The coin is very heavi- 
ly plated, and resists acid tests, unless decply 
cut before applied. It has a ring similar to 
the genuine, and is of the exact weight. ‘The 
oflicers of the department consider the coun- 
terfeit one of the most dangerous that has 
yet appeared. 

From the statement of the bureau of sta- 
tistics, issued to-day, itappears that the value 
of the exports of petroleum and petroleum 
products from the United States during Sep- 
tember was $3,410,165, making a total value 
of exports forthe nine months endiug Sep- 
tember 30, of $34,356,921. 

Thomas A. Foote, one of the men charged 
with attempting to influence the members of 
the star route jury, gave himself up to the 
marsbal this afternoon, and was taken to the 
police court, where he gave bail in the surn of 

2,000. 

It is believed some of the aged clerks in the 
post-office department will be weeded out on 
the first of the month. Many of them are 
said to be incapacitated for duty, and the fill- 
ing of their places becomes a necessity. The 
Star says some removals will also be made be- 
cause clerks refused to pay assessments. 


THE ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


Contests In the Next + temas for Election 
et 


WASHINGTON, November 15.—It is estimated 
that there will be fifty contested election 
casesin the house of representatives of the 
next congress. 

Complete «official returns on the state legis- 
lature of Illinois show that the next house 
will have 77 republicans and the senate 51 
republicans, as already indicated in these dis- 
patches, giving that party 12 majority on 
joint ballot and the control of both branches, 

The grand jury of Shelby county, Tennes- 
see, has returned a bill of indictment against 
J. lL. Goodbar, of Memphis, and S. Bell, 
of Nashville, who recently made a wager of 
$4,000 on the result of the recent election in 
that state. A capias has been sent to Nash- 
ville, where Colonel Bell resides. This is the 
first instance of the kind that has occurred 
in Tennessee, and the action of the grand 
jury has been the subject of considerable 
comment. 

RALEIGH, November 14.—The democrats 
have elected their entire ticket for judges of 
the superior and supreme courts. 

—WasHINGTON, November’ 15.—Secretary 
Teller, who has just returned from Colorado, 
is credited with the statement that the defeat 
of the republican candidate for governor is 
due entirely to the active efforts of the dis- 
affected republicans, and that more money 
had been spent for election purposes in Colo- 
rado this yeer than any previous election, 
fully $150,000 having been spent by disaffect- 
ed republicans. 


THE ALABAMa LEGISLATURE. 


The Bonded Debt of the State—The Prosperoas Pros 
pects. 

MonTGOMERY, November 15.—The senate 
organized to-day by election of George Parson, 
president, and W. L. Clay secretarv. In the 
house, W. F. Foster was elected speaker and 
D. W. Mclver secretary. Both branches of 
the legislature are democratic by large major- 
ities. tovernor Cobb’s message was sent into 
voth houses. It deals almost with state mat 
ters. The bonded debt of the state is $407,800 
and the amountin the treasury is $544,000. 
The amount of cash in the _ treasury 
Octover Ist, the end of the last fiscal 
year, was $421,000. There has been a consid- 
erable increase in the assessed value of prop- 
erty in the state being nearly twenty-five per 
cent. on the last three years. The reduction 
of taxation is recommended, as the state ex- 
penses have been greatly reduced in the last 
few years, and after paying every claim there 
has been asurplus at the end of each year. 
The greater part of the message is devoted to 
recommendations to the legislature and a re- 
view of the puoiic institutions of the state, 
which are ali in good condition. The mes- 
sage, on the whole, gives good satisfaction, 
and shows the state to be on the high road to 
a prosperous future. 
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AT AN END. 


The Yellow Fever Epidemic at Pensacola Declared 
Closed. 

PENSACOLA, November 15.—No deaths from 
vellow fever has occurred to-day, and no new 
cases have been reperted, though several are 
known to have cecurred since yesterday. 
The board of health jhave issued a proclama- 
tion. The following is the material portion: 
“The board in session convened this day have 
declared the yellow, fever epidemic in this 
city at an end. In doing so they de- 
sire to impress on the minds. of 
the people at home and abroad that a few 
scattering cases are occurring here and there. 
In our opin.on it is unadvisable for absentees 
to return to their homes just at present. Al) 
persons in this city are urged to throw open 
their houses as much as possible, with a view 
to be thoroughly ventilated, and also to air 
bedding, clothing, and other property.”’ All 
of the document relates to matters of merely 
local interest. There was another light frost 
this morning but the wWrather is slowly 
moderating. It is now clear and pleasant. 

An Incendiary Fire. 

Rivinetox, N. B.;. November 15.—An in- 
cendiary fire here Sunday morning destroyed 
fifteen of the eighteen business houses in the 
town. The loss is $60,000 to $70,000. The insur- 
ance is $11,000. A man named Hickman has 
been bound over to amswer on charge of caus- 
ing the fire. Thecitizens appeal for aid and 8. 
P. Farrington, of Chitago ioe been appointed 
to solicit funds for rebuilding. 


The Nicaraugua Canal.

| THE FAR NORTHWEST. 


LIFE AND NATURE IN SEWARD'S 
PURCHASE, 


Report of Lieutenant P. H. Ray on the Situatian in 
Alaska—The Eternal Ice and Snow-The Sup- 
ply of Food and Fuel—A View of the 
Natives —Ellicit Trading, Ste. 


WASHINGTON, November 15—The first re- 
port from Lieutenant P.H Ray, of the Fighth 
infantry, commanding the United States sig- 
nai station at Point Barrow, Alaska, has been 
received at the signal bureau and gives 
many interesting details of the year’s expe- 
rience in this northern portion. It is as fol- 
OWS: 

United States Signal 
mie, Alaska, August NY, 1882, 
To the chief Signal Officer, United States 
army Washington, D. C.—I have the honor 


to report that afier the sailing ot the Golden 
Ileece on the Ith of September, 18x1, the 
whole energies of the party were devoted to 
securing the stores and instruments. and the 
erecting of the buildings. The weather contin- 
ued very stormy and inclement all during 
the month of September, so that our lumber 
and material were wet and coated with ice. 
This added great discomfort to the labor of 
building, but the rapidly forming ice in the 
lakes and inlets showed that we had no time 
to lose. By the 22d of Sep- 
tember the building was SO 
far advanced that we moved all the stores 
that were likely to become damaged by the 
weather, and the whole party moved in on 
October 3. More or less snow had fallen dur- 
ing this time, and the ice was five inches 
thick on the inlet. The sea still remained 
open, with no heavy ice in sight. A strong 
current setting continuously to the northeast 
along this shore kept the young ice from _ be- 
coming solid, but the sea was, covered with 
loose pancakes of ice as far as the eye could 
reach. Storms of snow and sleet continued 
up to late in October. During that time we 
had several severe westerly gales, sending in 
a heavy sea on this shore; one on September 
17 raised the water four and one-half feet above 
mean low tide, so that, running clear over the 
long sand spit between us and Point Barrow, 
it made the little patch of dry land on which 
the village of Noowook stands virtually an is- 
land, and showed us that there was not a sin- 
gle place hetween the station and the ex- 
treme point where the observatory could be 
safely built without carrying our stores a 
long distance back irom the beach, which was 
impossible with my small party. There was 
fever a time atter the Golden Fleece sailed 
and” before the sea was closed by ice that it 
would have been possible for us to have land- 
ed with our stores. As it was there was not a 
pou\nd of stores lost or damaged or an instru 
mentinjured. I senda map of the country 
in ‘the immediate vicinity of the station, with 
plan of buildings. 
SETTING UP THE INSTRUMENTS. 

The inside work on the main building was 
completed after the party moved in, and at 
the same time the meteorological instruments 
were placed, and hourly observations in that 
department were commenced October 17. 
The magnetic instruments were mounted on 
wooden piers, the season being too far ad- 
vanced to place masonry. Posts twelve inches 
square were set into the frozen earth to a 
depth of one foot and cemented into their 
places by pouring water around them and al- 
lowing it to freeze. These piers answered 
every purpose, were perfectly solid, and did 
not change their position in the slightest de- 
gree, and when the observatory was taken 
down this summer I found the ice around 
their base unmelted. Assoon as the weather 
was warm enough brick piers, capped with 
stone, were placed, and the instruments are 
now all in position on permanent piers. On 
December 1, 1881, hourly observations were 
commenced in the three elements of magnet- 
ism and kept up uninterruptedly until July 
22, 1882, when the work was suspended for 
seven days while the observatory was moving 
and the instruments were being placed on 
new piers, in order that the station might be 
fully prepared forthe year commencing Au- 
gust 1, 1882. The galvanometer was placed 
in the latter part of July, amd observations 
commenced on August 11. The location of 
the observatory is such that but one ground 
—the east—is on land, the south being in the 
lagoon and the north and west in the sea. 
The east ground is in oil. Al) the others are 
held by a box ef gravel, strapped with iron, to 
which the platesare attached. It was impos- 
sible to place this instrument before, as the 
earth was frozen so hard that the wires 
could not be laid. There were no poles to be 
had to string the wires in the air. There 
have been no tidil observations, owing to the 
fact that no gauge was furnished the expedi- 
tion, and it would be almost impossible to 
make any ordinary gauge, such as I might 
construct here, remain in place at the station. 
The iniet near the station is not affected by 
the tide, except when it is open to the sea. 
This is about two months during the year. 
A gauge placed on the beach could not be 
made to stand when the sea is open, owing to 
the heavy sea during westerly gales, and in 
the early winter it would be disarranged by 
the ice. I helieve, though, that I will be 
able to get observations for one term in each 
year between the months of March and June, 
und I shall build a gauge if none is sent this 
year. 

In this department every effort has been 
= to make the collection as perfect as pos- 
sible.

FOOD AND FUEL. 

The supply of fresh meat is limited, but 
sufficient can always be obtained for a party 
of this size. Reindeer and seal only can be 
depended on. We have seen but one walrus. 
During the summer a few reindeer came as 
far north as the station, but they cannot be 
found in any number this side of Dease inlet 
er north of Refuge inlet. During the winter 
they cannot be found in any number north 
of latitude 70 degrees. Seal can be taken al! 
through the winter after the sea closes, by 
means of nets set after the manner of the na- 
tives at their breathing holes. The meat of 
the white whale I tuund to be excellent for 
food; have killed one tnis summer, and am 
in hopes to be able to take more, and also to 
get to the east and kill deer enough to last us 
tLrough the winter should the supoly vessel 
reach us in time, so that I can make the trip 
after her departure. Last fall I purchased 
about five hundred pounds from the natives 
before the winter setin. There isno fuel to 
be obtained in this vicinty except drift,which 
is chiefly cottonwood or balm of inferior 
quality, so far as it is indigenous to the 
country. Even the natives cannot make it 
burn without pouring vil on it. A few rem- 
nants of old wrecks are lying along the 
coast; but noneof any importance near the 
station, and when I have tried to get at them 
they were so buriedin the sand that the labor 
was very great, and what little timber I ob- 
tained would be of no consequence as fuel. 
I have utilized all I obtained in buildinga 
bastion ten feet square and two stories high 
on the corner of the main building, where I 
have mounted the Gatling gun and stored 
the ammunition. 

THE NATIVES—ILLICIT TRADING. 

The natiyes bave, as a rule, behaved in a 
very friendly, manner, and those belonging to 
Oogiaami especially rendered valuable assist- 
ance when we landed, both in landing stores 
from the ship in their canoes and in carrying 
them trom the beach to the station. Some of 
them leading men from Noowook came down

Thus far i have kept them 
atadistance, allowing only a very few head 
men to come inside the house and not allow- 
ing m TT. to go into their villages or to 
meddle with them in any way. The safety 
of the station would be very much increased 
if the law relating to the sale of contra- 
band goods by whalemen and traders 
on this coast could be enforced. In the past 
there has been no check upon it and we 
found the natives supplied with breech-load- 
ing arms and with ammunition. The send- 
ing «f the revenue cutter intothe sea amonth 


ang irom all I can learn, unless her course in 
the futitre should be different from that in 
the past, she had better stay away. I believe 
that the offenders in the fleet this year have 
been confined to two or three ships. I met 
nearly all the masters when they first came 
up, and they promised a strict compliance 
with the law. But in spite of this the na- 
tives have been drunk three times during the 
last month. 
WATER SK Y—CU RRENTS. 

In Jaruary we saw what is commonly 
known as a water sky, extending along the 
horizon to the northwest. As it was very 
black and heavy, and seemed very near I 
started cutto it. After travelling between 
six and seven miles over the ice the heavy 
cloud faded away from in front of me, and 
was just visible between me and the land. It 
was siraply the moisture rising throngh 
cracks in the ice. This I found to be the 
casé. in every instance when a water sky was 
seen. “here is a strong current setting along 
the coast to the northeast, except during a 
strong northeast gale, which will sometimes 
make a surface current to the south- 
west, but such a current is not of any dura- 
tion, for invariably upon a change of the 
wind the current returns to itsold northeast 
course. I tested it a pumber of times 
through the ice when the sea was entirely 
closed and always found it set to the noctheast, 

THE CRUSHING OF THE NORTH STAR. ‘ 

On June 25 the steamer North Star hove in 
sight, working up through a small lead of 
open water about nine miles from the station. 
When she was nearly abreast of the station 
she became fast in the ice, the pack closing 
down upon her. Captain Herendeen and | 
went off to her and received our first mail 
since sailing. Theship at the time was suffer- 
ing a severe nip and was considerably raised 
up. She remained in this position until July 
7, when the pressure slacked off and she 
worked her way to within three miles of the 
station, and again the ice closed upon her. 
She did not seem to suffer any until about 
2 p. m. on the 8th, when suddenly 
we heard a great shout raised Sy the 
crew, and we could also hear’ her tim- 
bers breaking. In twenty minutes she was 
out of sight. L[Latonce went off to their as- 
sistante with Captain Herendeen, taking our 
smali boat to ferry across the open holes, and 
the crew (forty-seven, all told) were safely 
ashore and in camp at the station at noon on 
the Sth. As they saved only a little fourand 
hard bread I ordered an issue of such articles 
of the ration as were necessary for their sub- 
sistence. I was unable to communicate with 
the fleet, as the ice had forced them away to 
the south, but succeeded in getting the most 
of theyn on board the Bowhead, which work- 
ed up hear here on the 15th, and we sent 
off to them on the 25th. 

COURTESIES AND THANKS. 

To Captains Campbell, Cogan, Smith, Hef- 
finstone and Knowles we feel we owe a spe- 
cial debt of gratitude in sending us fresh veg. 
etables as soon as they could reach us, and 
to all the captains of the fleet we are indebt- 
ed for many acts of kindness. During the 
winter a shaft was put down thirteen feet for 
earth temperatures, and at that point a room 
was excavated of sufficient capacity to store 
away 2,000 pounds of fresh meat. As the 
temperature is below freezing, winter and 
summer, there is no limit to the time we can 
preserve it; shall carry on the work in the 
coming winter.’’ 

Lieutenant Ray reports the shipment of 
twenty-four photographic negatives of scenes 
and natives of the vicinity of the post, and 
continues: 

There are some parts of the work which I 
will be unable to carry out with a party so 
small as this; forinstance, observations of the 
auroras from different points, also sketches of 
them, as the display is never the same for 
two consecutive seconds. 

ICE THICKNESSES. 

Measurements of the formation of ice taken 
each month on the inlet adjacent to the sta- 
tion, are entered on the meteorological report. 
Six feet two and one-half inches was the great- 
est thickness. The heaviest ice was that 
which came down from the north in Novem- 
ber with the pack.

The ice accumu- 
lates in great masses under the pressure caus- 
ed by the currents and gales, so that it often 
grounds in thirty: fathoms of water. 
These masses become so firmly cemented 
by frost in the winter thatthey do not break 
up until July. «here has been no sickness of 
any consequence in the party during the year, 
and all have perfornied their duties with com- 
mendable zeal and fidelity, and, as the full 
work has been carried on so far with four ob 
servers, the work for the ensuing year will be 
lighter than that of the past. The carpenter

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TWO BOLD BURGLARS. 


DR. W. P. HARRISON’S TROUBLES 
IN NASHVILLE. 


A Former Atlacta Clergyman’s Curious Taste of 
Nashville Life—Subjected to a Systematic 
Course of Burglaries, Boldly Pianned 
and Almost Successfully Executed. 


Dr. W. P. Harrison, so well known in Geor. 
gia, and for many years the beloved pastor of 
the First Methodist church in this city, has 
lately been the victim of a systematic course 
of burglary. Thedoctor lives in East Nash- 
ville, formerly known as Edgefield. During 
the past two weeks the residence has been re- 
peatedly entered, on one occasion the doctor's 
daughter having had a personal encounter 
with one of the rascals. On Saturday night 
ali entrance was made, and the facts were of 
such a startling nature as to attract the atten- 
tion of the press, and the whole neighborhood 


was aroused. It was little thought that pend- 
ing the excitement created by this attempt 
that another, even bolder, would be made. 
On Monday night, at 10 o'clock. according to 
the American, Miss Harrison bid her father 
and mother good night, they not yet having 
retired, and then went up-stairs to her room. 
On opening the door to her bed chamber, she 
was surprised to tind the gas in the room 
lit and burning brightly, she having, as she 
was mMOSt positive, left the rogm in darkness a 
short while before. Presuming,however,that 
some member of the family had lit the gas.she 
dismissed the matter and entered her apart- 
ment. Feeling bad she concluded to takea cold 
foot bath,in the hope thatit might benefit her. 
She partially disrobed, also taking off her 
bracelets which she laid on the bureau. She 
then filled a bowl with water, and had just 
set it on the floor when her attention was at- 
tracted to the bed, she noticing that the mos- 
quito bar was down,concealing a portion of the 
bed from view. This wasasurprise to her, being 
positive that she had not disturbed it since 
morning and not understanding why anyone 
else of the family should have disar- 
ranged it. With a view to solving the mys- 
tery she started toward the bed, but when 
within a few feet of itasight met her gaze 
that froze her blood, and struck her dumb 
with terror. Stretched at full length

man, eyeing her intently. Upon the back of 
the bed, and partially concealed by the mos- 
quito bar, another burly negro was lying. 
Partially regaining her presence of mind, she 
as calmly as she could walked over to where 
her bracelets were laying, and, picking them 
up, went out of the room, closing the door 
after her. She then hurried down the steps 
to her father’s room and informed him of the 
presence of the barglars. Dr. Harrison in- 
stantaneously seized his pistol and rushing to 
the front door fired several shois at the same 
time ringing a dinner bell, this being a pre- 
concerted signal agreed upon by 
the neighbors in case of such 
emergencies, But a few moments 
elapsed before a number of gentlemen resid- 
ing in the vicinity had congregated in Dr. 
Harrison’s yard, consulting upon some plan 
of action. None of thera seemed particu Jarly 
anxious to beard the lion in his den, and they 
were all waiting fora leader. Some one mis- 
took the stove pipe on the roof for the escap- 
ing burglar ml fired a shot, and then awhole 
broadside was fired at the unoffensive stove 
pipe, and ittoppled to the ground. Several 
men in the crowd then volunteerd to enter 
the house in search of the burglars. They 
carefully searched every apartment and room 
from the cellar to the garret, but without suc- 
cess. Miss Harrison’s room was carefully ex- 
amined, with the view to finding some clue 
as to the identity of the burglars if possible. 
The drawers of the bureau were found open 
and the contents thoroughly ransacked, sev- 
eral articles being scattered over the floor. 
The sheets of the bed were muddied as if 
they had been stepped upon by some one 
with dirty boots or shoes. The window of 
the room looking out upon the porch at the 
front of the house was found open, and just 
outside several articles of the young ladies’ 
jewelry were discovered. } A spike and an iron 
ring were also picked up near the window. 
It being positively ascertained that 
the housebreaker had incontinentlydecamped 
the gentlemen present offering their sympa- 
thy to Dr. Harrison and his family and hid 
them good night. 

THE PASSING DARK SHADOW. 


Dr. Harrison stated that upon being given 
the alarm by his daughter, he rushed to the 
front door in time to see a dark shadow flit- 
ting across his yard, at which he fired, but as 
far as he knows without success. He heard 
no one in the house, neither did he hear the 
burglars ag they escaped from the window to 
the porch, down the pillars and into the yard, 
and from there to the street. This was their 
only chance of escape, as they inevitably 
must have been seen or heard had they ran 
through the house er come down the steps. 
Several residents in the neighborhood assert 
that just after the tiring of the shots from 
Harrison's pistol they saw two men running 
from the locality, and that one of them ex- 
claimed, ‘Bill, he’s shot.”’

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DISSATISFIED LABOR. 


Evidences of Returning Discontent Among the Laver- 
ing Men. 

St. Lovurs, November 15.—The striking 
puddlers at the Laclede rolling mills, say the 
puddilers at Green Castle, ‘terre Haute, In- 
diana, Belleville, Lilinois, and Kimminswick, 
Missouri, will also strike and stay out as long 
as they do. The demand of these men is for 
wages received before the present Pittsburg 
schedule was agreed tuo, notwithstanding that 
they recently promised to be governed by that 
scale of prices. Between five mundred and 
six hundred men are thrown out of employ- 
ment by the action of these puddlers. The 
Laclede mill will probably not start up again 
until after the holidays, even thuugh'the men 
should agree to go to work at ihe old prices. 

CINCINNATI, November 15.—The helpers of 
the puddlers in the rolling mills in Newport, 
Kentucky, have struck for what they cali 
Pittsburg wages, and have stopped work. Un- 
less an adjustment is made saon this will stop 
mills where the present stoek is worked off. 
President Jarrett has been telegraphed for his 
services. 

CuicaGco, November 15.—The bricklayers in 
the employ of the Bosses association, struck 
this morning against the system of payment 
by the hour. and for an increase in wages. 

PittsspurG, November 15.—The railroad 
coal mines ofthe Pittsburg district, in con- 
vention this afternoon, unanimuusly resolved 
to strike on November 20th, unless the op- 
erators concede them an advance of one half 
eent per bushel for mining. The presentrate 
is3% cents per bushel. The strike which 
failed last summer was against the reduction 
from 4 to 34 cents, and the miners believe 
that the heavy demands for 
coal at this season of the year will compel the 
operatorsto grantthe increase. A dispatch 
from East Liverpool, Ohio, says the strike of 
the potters against the Knights of Labor is 
believed to be nearing the end. This morn- 
ing Wallace and Chelwynd started up with all 
their old hands, who signed a contract ‘ignor- 
ing all committees and outside inflaences in 
the settlementof difficulties. The ven will be

THE TYVO NEW UNITED STATES 
SENATORS ELECTED 


Both Elected on the First Ballot With a Few Changes 
—Details of the Vote—Scenesin Both Houses— 
Regular Report of the Daily Pro- 
ceedings in Both Houses. 


The interest in the senatorial contest, which 
had been so evident on Tuesday, was even 
more plainly marked yesterday. The galler- 
es were full by the time the house began its 
business session, and by eleven o'clock there 
was scarcely room for the ladies, who came to 
witness the balloting. Such a crowd had not 
been seen in the capitol since the memorable 
day in the Hill-Norwood contest 
when it was thought proper to clear the gal- 
leries. There werea hundred papers and a 
hundred pointed pencils nervously awaiting 
the first mame that Secretary Harris would 
call from the list of illustrious senators. Af- 
ter the ballot began there were severai breaks 
through the strict rule of the president that 


no applause would be tolerated. When Col- 
quitt fell one vote in the senate behind 
his vote of the previous day, there 
was applause. Inthe house this deficiency 
was soon more than recovered and then there 
went ahum all] around the galleries which 
broke into applause when it was seen that the 

iccess of the favorite was inevitable. When 

e final break came and the battle was over 
the cheers of the floor and the gallery 
were caught up in_- the corridors and 
rang out into the streets. The 
hotel corridors and the streets kept up 
the gossip over the result all tbe afternoon, 
and last night it was the common staple of 
talk even in the drawing rvoms and parlors of 
the city. The election was the sensation of 
the legislative session, and it kept the capitol 
for two days stirred with such excitement 
as it will not soon know again. 

The balloting was opened with the call of 
the roll on the Hill-Barrow contest. The pre- 
Himinary skirmish in this fight had given Mr. 
Barrow three majority on a joint count, and 
the greatest interest was felt in the final re- 
guilt. The call of the senate showed that not 
asingle vote was changed, and the house roll 
opened auspiciously for Hill. Itsoon became 
apparent, however. that the drift 
was with Barrow, and that 
the advantage and prestige given 
him in having led the firet ballotand polled 
such a majority in the senate, would elect 
him. Three new Barrow votes that were 
absent the day before—Cowan, Perkins and 
McDonough—were in their places. really giv- 
ing him six votes the advantage There were 
aeveral changes made and atthe call of the 
name of Watson of McDutfiie, he received the 
requisite 108votes anc his election was secured. 

THE GREAT IS8UE OF THE DAY. 

There was considerable feeling manifested 
on the Hill-Barrow race, and frequent ap- 
plause, but it was easy to see that the great 
event of the day, Gov. Colquitt needed only 
four changes to elect him on the first ballot, 
and two of his friends who were absent the 
day before were known to be in their seats. It 
was rumored that four votes had quit bim and 
on the other hand that ten votes would be 
changed to him. This would leave the result 
very close, and there was the greatest interest 
in the call of the roll. 

Colquitt drew tbe first blood as Sena- 
tor Baker's handsome form arose, aod his 
sonorous voice responded to the call. As the 
senate roll went on Senator Fostercreated the 
frst ripple by voting for Jackson, a loss to 
Colquitt. Senator Martin created some sur- 
prise by voting against Colquitt, but Senator 
Norman came to him andthe senate roll 
was concluded with a loss of one vote for Col- 
quitt. This created some excitement in the 
house but the Colquitt, men who knew how 
the thing was running, were not disturbed. 

The call of the house eet that Colquitt 
had all the A’s,and as *‘ Alexander, Alsabrook, 
Atkinson, Awbry, Avary’’ were calted the 
vote was unbroken. The first gain made by 
Yolquitt was Brewer, of Liberty, and the first 
loss was Cox, of Burke The roll wenton 
with few changes either way unti: the end 
was reached and Colquitt had 106 votes, or 2 
less than was needed to give bim a majority 
of the whole. It was yery evident that 
the members were not going to 
let the matter rest here. ~ Before the shouto 
of the anti-Colquitt men had died out, Sena- 
tor Foster rose in the center aisle and called: 

“Mr. president.”’ 

His tall figurestood for a moment, unob- 
served by President Boynton who was rap- 
ping the unruly audiencé toorder. The 
crowd saw it,‘however, and expectancy stood 
on tip-toe. Someone asked Hon. Gus Bacon 
what it meant. 

“It, means Colquitt’s election,’’ he said. 

At length the president recognized the sen- 
ator. 

“I change my vote,"’ be said,in a clear, 
ringing voice, “trom Jackson to Colquitt!” 

There was no doubt after this. Even as he 
spoke Tom Lewis, of Milton, Swift Davis, of 
Habersham, and Senator Yow. in a clump 
just behind him, were on their ffeet to 
Giose the contest, while the burly form of 
Cox of Burke was up on theright and Glisson 
of Tatnallon the left. These gentlemen were 
recognized one after the other, Lewis casting 
the vote that el«cted Colquitt. Dawson ot 
Emanuel, who was absent when the roll was 
called, now added his vote to Colquitt. The 
hall was in a perfect uproar by this time and 
when gallant Tom East, of Telfair, changed 
his from Anderson to Colquitt, there was a 
storm of applause. There were several changes 
in the next moment ortwo, and as soon as 
there was a lull, the deliberate voice of Presi- 
dent Boynton was heard: 

‘And I therefore declare the Hon. A. H. 
Colquitt elected to the Uni-ed States senate 
from the state of Georgia for the term of six 
years, beginning the 4th of March, 1833.”’ 

And as his voice died away the bitterest 
contest ever waged in the capital city was over. 

THE JOINT 8E88I0N 


was called to order at noon by President 
Boynton. The journals of the first day’s bal- 
lotang were read, and it was declared that no 
choice had been made for either term. The 
first joint ballot was ordered, and the contest 
between Pope Barrow, and Ben Hill for the 
unexpired term was renewed.

When the first 
change came there was applause. but when

son 20. Governor Colquitt was declared 
elected senator for six years from March 4th, 
1883. There would probably have been more 
changes but the result was promptly announ 
ced and there was a rush from the scene 
which a moment ago bad been so intently 
waichea by over two thousand people. 

ELECTION NOTES. 

Miss Lizzie Colquitt was in the gallery when 
her father was elected senator and 
was congratulated a hundred times before 
she left the capitol. 

Mr. Crenshaw, of Troup, when Colquitt 
reached 110 votes, tied his handkerchief to 
his cane and waved it triumphantly in the 
air. 

Joe James, with his broken leg, was one 
of the firmest men of the Colquitt column. 

Nearly every member and nearly every lady 
in the galleries kept tallies of the votes. Sev- 
eral of the ladies waved handkerchiefs when 
theresult was declared.

Sketches of the Lives of llen. A. H. Colquitt and of 
lion. Pope Karrow. 

Governor Colquitt, who was chosen United 
States senator yesterday for the full term of 
six years beginning March 4th, 1885, has been 
one of the leading men of Georgia almost 
since he reached the age ot manhood. His 
father, Walter T. Colquitt, was one of 
most illustrious men of his day, and repre- 
sented Georgia in the United States 
senate with great honor. Alfred Colquitt 
graduated at Pinceton, and returning home 
studied law. Hie had hardly entered 
the practice before he left it 
to engage in planting in the cotton belt of 
Georgia. He was one of the very largest 
planters in the state, his cotton crop running 
up as high asone thousand bales of cotton. 
In 1852, though scarcely beyond the limit as 
to age, he was nominated for congress in the 
second Georgia district as ademocrat and was 
elected after a yery laborious campaign. At 
the end of his term he retiged, though his 
constituents wished to force a larger period of 
service upon him 

When the war began he was elected colone] 
of the Sixth Georgia, a regiment that made 
itself famous for its gallantry. He rose to the 
rank of major general. He distinguished 
himself especially at Olustee, Florida, where 
he was in command, and wen a remarkable 
victory overa superior force. This was the 
origin of his weil known title, ‘‘Hero of 
Olustee.’’ After the war he again planted 
and was the president of the Georgia state 
agrcultural society. 

In 1876 he was unanimously nominated for 
governor as the successor of James M. Smith, 
and was elected by 82,000 majority. After a 
four years’ administration he came before the 
democratic convention for re-nomination. 
Tne convention sat in Atlanta for more than 
a week, and ‘because of the two-thirds rule 
could not make a nomination, though Col- 
quitt needed only nine votes of two-thirds. 
He was simply recommended by the 
majority, and in the © election de- 
feated ex Senator Norwood by 55,000 votes. 
The events and the success of his two admin- 
istrations are well known not only'in Georgia 
but oyer the United States. Governor Col- 
quitt goes to the senate by no means anew 
figure in the eyes of the nation. His liberal 
sentiments, his high christian character, and 
his wonderful success in public life have 
made him well known throughout the coun- 
try. Hewillbe a prominent figure in the 
senate. The new senator. is a man 
of commanding appearance, a su- 
—_ specimen of physical manhood. 
Senator Colquitt was born in Walton county 
on the 20th of» April, 1824, and is therefore 
in his 59th year. His first wife was Miss 
Dollie Tarver, by whom theonly child- now 
living is Mrs. Newell, of Milledgeville. The 
present Mrs. Colquitt was a Miss Bunn and 
then Mrs. Tarver. By her marriage with 
Senator Colquitt, there are living five chil- 
dren, all girls, except the youngest. 

POPE BARROW. 

The unexpired term of Senator Benjamin 
H. Hill will be filled by Pope Barrow, one of 
the most prominent of the younger Georgia 
politicians.. He was born in Oglethorpe 
county on the Ist August, 1839. He received 
a good education and graduated at the State

of representatives. 

In April, 1861, he entered the confederate 
service as a lieutenant in the Troup artillery. 
Afterwards he was made aide de-camp of 
General Howell Cobb, and held that position 
until he was captured in 1865. He was held 
in prison until the warclosed. Then hecame 
back to Athens and began the practice of 
the law. His practice was  aband- 
oned for three years. sin that

Mr. Barrow married Miss Sallie Craig.grand- 
daugher of Dr. Church. She died last 
Christmas, leaving motherless five  chil- 
dren. A few weeks ago uite a 
number of the members of the last legislature 
addressed a letterto Mr. Barrow and asked 
him to allow the use of his name for the un- 
expired senatorial term. He consented and 
the zealous advocacy of his friends bore its 
fruit in his election yesterday. Itis a singu- 
lar coincidence that »{r. Barrow’'s great grand- 
father, Governor Wilson Lumpkin, 
was also elected to fill en wuuexpired 
term in the United States senate. Mr. Bar- 
row’s father, David C. Barrow, 1s a planter in 
Oglethorpe county. His brother, David C. 
Barrow, Jr., is a professor at the State univer- 
sity, and another brother, Thomas Barrow, is 
a planter in Decatur county. 

r. Barrow willenjoy the honor of being 
the youngest member of the present senate. 
Senator Gorman, of Maryiand, is two 
years older. Senator-elect Riddleberger 
is a little younger, but will not 
enter the senate until the day Mr. Barrow 
goes out. Thesenator elect has won an envi- 
able fame atthe bar and in legislative coun- 
cil. He has thousands of Georgia friends, 
confidently looking for a fulfillment of the 
hopes of a life that has been remarkably suc- 
cessful up to its meridian.

BEECH GROVE. 


A Sueceessiul Farm tn Southwest Georgia—Arrange- 
ment and Work. 
From the Calhoun County, Ga., Courier. 

On last Saturday evening, in company with 
Captain Boyd, it was our delight to make our 
first visit to Beech Grove farm, ten miles south 
oftown. After a bie drive of two hours, 
behind Captain Boyd’s splendid ponies, we 
reached Beech Grove about 1 o'clock, where 
the ‘‘big yard’’ gates were held wide open to 
welcome us. We drove through the planta- 
tion and beheld one of the largest cotton fieids 
we ever saw—over 700 acres, snow white with 
the fleecy staple. Beech Grove is one of the 
largest, best arranged and finest piaces in 
Georgia. There are about thirty colored fam 
ilies living there and as many framed 
cabins for their accommodation. These 
cabins form almost a town, and 
are regularly arranged in squares of four 
cabins to the square, with broad streets run- 
ning around each square. When we drove 
round a few of these streets we felt like we 
were driving through a village and were al- 
most afraid of being arrested for reckless 
driving. The overseer’s residence is a com- 
fortable, conveniently arranged building. and 
in it dwells one of the best fannrlies it has 
ever been our pleasure to spend the night 
with. On the premises are large, old-fashioned 
barns, stockades, a steam gin and lot yards, 
filled with an abundance of corn and forage, 
round, sleek mules and horses, and ponies 
raised on the place, fine milk cows, Berkshire 
sows and pigs, etc. Everything presents an 
evidence of genuine farm life. 

The negroes on the place all have an extra 
sugar cane and cotton patch around their 
cabins, and all, with the exception of two, 
will make a bale of cotton. They have a 
church, and at times a school, and with these 
advantages, and the pleasure of each other as 
neighbor, and a liberal employer and a kind 
overseer, they are the most contented set of 
hands we ever saw, and we hardly think they 
could be run off Beech Grove is famous for 
the fertility of itssoil and this year it has 
yielded an unusua'ly large crop Off of one 
field of forty acres torty-five bales have al- 
ready been gathered and at least ten more 
will be picked, and off of a patch of ten acres 
eleven bales have been gathered and there is 
still twoonit. Oothe whole place over 350 
bales wil! be made, with enough corn, fodder, 
cane, peas and potatoes to run the place 
another year.

THE CLAMOR OF THE MALCONTENTS. 

Months ago, when the bitter and uncalled 
for opposition to Mr. Stephens developed it- 
self, Tue ConstTiITuTION called attention to 
the fact that the spirit which prompted it, 
and the animus that was at no pains to con- 
ceal itself, would prove dangerous to the har- 
mony of the party. For it was plain to be 
seen that the opposition to Mr. Stephens, 
far as the leaders of the movement were con- 
cerned, was a mere pretext, under cover of 
which an attempt was to be made to tear 
downy men who had earned and -received the 
confidence and the indorsement of the dem- 
ocratic people of the state.

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LIBERTY ONCE MORE, 


Gevernor 8 ephena Pardons Griggs and Levett, Con- 
victed of Murder in Haucock County. 
Yesterday Governor Stephens issued par- 
dons to M. Y. Griggs and W. R. Lovett, who 
were convicted of the murder of Mr. Hiram 
F. Rozier in Sparta, in 1877. The murder 
was a diabolical one, but the evidence in 
the case was all circumstantial. 
On the night of Februrary 10th, 1877, soon 
after 10 o’ciock, Mr. Rozier, a well-to-do mer- 
chant of Sparta, while of his way from his 
store to his house was knocked on the head 
with what was thought to be a shoemaker’s 
hammer and, half dead trom the blow, was 
robbed of about a hundred and twenty-five 
dollars. He lived about’ two. blocks 
from his store and to reach his 
residence was compelled to pass 
through. an illy lighted street, and it 
was there that the assault was made upon 
him. He had a lantern in his hand when he 
left the store, and was within a hundred 
yards of his house when he was struck. He 
received two wounds, one on _ the 
back of the head, and the other over 
the left eye, one of the blows com- 
ea 9 crushing hisskull, All the money 
1e had on his person, his gold watch, keys 
and some papers were taken from him. After 
ashort while he recovered somewhat from the 
blows and endeavored to walk back to his 
store. He did not succeed in getting any 
further than half way, however, and there 
fellintoa doorway. He was,up to that time, 
thoroughly conscious, and being unable to 
speak made signs that he had been rabbed. 
He went back to the spot where his lantern 
was found badly smashed. 
day Ruzier died, and as he _ had 
not been able to give any account of the as- 
sault, the bloody tragedy was wrapped in 
mystery. A detective was put to work on 
the case and soon he arrested a negro shoe- 
maker but could not convict him. Subse- 
quently three white men were arrested, named 
M. Y. Griggs, who was the town marshal, W. R. 
Lovett and Columbus G. Barnes. They were 
tried for the murder but claimed that they 
knew nothing of it, furtherthan that they 
were in Lovett’s store soon after ten o'clock 
on the night of the murder and that Rozier, 
in endeavoring to return to 
his store, fell into Lovett’s door. They all 
testified to what occurred subsequently but 
disclaimed any knowledge of the immediate 
details of the assault, Barnes was cleared 
butthe other two men were convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. 
The evidence againstthem was entirely cir- 
cumstantial. Governor Stephens, who was 
then in congress, was taking a Sparta paper 
in which the evidence was published in full.

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POLICE WORK FOR OCTOBER. 


Chief Connolly Sayatha’ the Poltee are Self-Sustaining 
—A Few Facta and Figures. 

“Do you know,” said Chief Connolly yes- 
terday, ‘* that the past month has been a busy 
one with the department?” 

‘Yes?’ was the reporter’s questioning re- 
ply. 
“Up to the first of this month the force 
made five hundred and thirty-one cases, 
which was a decided increase over the work 
forthe month of September. Of the cases 
made seventy-four were state cases, und 
four hundred’ and fifty-seven were 
city cases. Both classes of offenses were 
unusally large,and the percentage of con- 
victions was yreater than is generally the 
case.”’ 

‘‘How were the state cases disposed of?’ 

“Outofthe seventy-five cases forty were 
prosecuted and the remaining thirty-four were 
taken to othercounties for trial where the 
crimes of which they were accused were com- 
mitted, or were released for want of prosecu- 
tion.” 

‘What of the city cases?”’ 

“In 349 cases fines were imposed, ninety- 
nine cases were dismissed and nine were con- 
tinued.”’ 

‘Did the force bring the city any revenue?” 

‘Yes, The amount of fines imposed by the 
recorder during the month was $2,015. Of 
this amount, $1,073.50 was collected, $12.75 
was remitted. by the mayor, and $28 5u 
was lost by escapes. Then ady 
to these amounts $90025 which is being 
worked out on the streets and you have the 
revenue brought the city by the force. In 
addition to this $28.95 was the amount of 
station honse fees and impounded stock fees. 
Then $54 85 was received ata public sale of 
unclaimed stolen goods, making in all $1,- 
157 30 for the month.”’ 

“Everything is working well with the force 
I guess ?’’ 

‘‘Elegant. The sanitary condition of the 
town is good. The streets and sidewalks in 
many places need attention. The station 
house is kept clean and warm, and 1 have 
just purchased sixty new blankets for the 
prisoners this winter. The figures recited 
above show that the force is alive and work- 
ing its best, and with the exception of a sin- 
gle blunder I think the month of October re-
